“Peanuts” fame, waits all Halloween night for the 
“great” one. 

The “one” referred to, of course, is the 
pumpkin, that most American of fruits and as 
popular as ever with lovers of its distinctive 
texture and taste. 

Although Linus has never met the “Great 
Pumpkin,” perhaps he’s on the right track. Now 
that autumn is here, “great pumpkins” are 
readily available for carving and baking. Like 
corn, tomatoes, and potatoes, pumpkins are 
native to America and are thought to have been 
cultivated in Mexico and Central America as long 
as 5,000 years ago. 

Native American Indians taught the Pilgrims 
how to grow, cook and dry pumpkins. In fact, 
early colonists of Jamestown and Plymouth were 
said to have survived on the native pumpkins 
when their own crops failed. 

The colonists adapted the Indian method of 
making custard by filling the scooped-out 
pumpkin with milk, spices, molasses or honey and 
baking. Eventually an early American 
homemaker, remembering the English meat pie 
with its pastry crust, put shell and filling together 
and concocted the modern-day version of the 
pumpkin pie. 

The early pies were baked on grand scale, in 
large, rectangular dishes called ‘‘coffins.”’ 
Through the years, as various recipes and baking 
methods evolved, the round, shaliow, smaller pie 
came into being. The search for the “Great 
Pumpkin” pie continues today, as the following 
recipes illustrate: 


FAMOUS PUMPKIN PIE 
1 Deep Dish Pie Crust Shell 
2 eggs, slightly beaten 
1 can (16 02.) solid pack pumpkin 
%4 cup sugar 
¥% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
'% teaspoon ginger 
\% teaspoon cloves 
1 can (12 fl. oz.) evaporated milk 
Whipped Topping 

Preheat oven and baking sheet to 375°F. Remove 
pie crust from freezer. Meanwhile, combine filling 
ingredients in order given above. Recrimp edge of pie 
shell to stand %-inch above rim. Place pie shell on 
preheated baking sheet. Pour filling into pie crust. 
Bake in the center of oven on preheated baking sheet 
for 70 minutes, or until knife inserted in center comes 
out clean. Cool on wire rack. Garnish with whipped 
topping, if desired. Makes 8 servings. 


STEAMED PUMPKIN 
Peel pumpkin and cut into 1-2-inch chunks. Boil 
%4-1 inch water in steamer, place pumpkin in steamer 
basket or colander, and cover. Steam for 15-20 
minutes, depending upon the size of the pumpkin 
chunks. Use the steamed pumpkin in a puree, serve 
plain with melted butter, or glaze. 


PUMPKIN-CRANBERRY COOKIES 
‘2 cup softened butter 
1 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 egg 
1 cup pureed cooked pumpkin 
2% cups flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 cup cranberries 
1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
% cup chopped nuts 
Cream butter and sugar until light and fluffy. 
Beat in vanilla, egg, and pumpkin. Sift together flour, 
baking powder, baking soda, salt, and cinnamon, beat 
into pumpkin mixture. Halve cranberries and stir into 
mixture along with orange peel and nuts. Drop by 
rounded teaspoonfuls onto a greased cookie sheet. 
Bake in a preheated 375° oven for 10-12 minutes. Yield 
36 cookies.

Spread ice cream over bottom of pie shell, freeze. 
In medium bowl combine pumpkin, sugar, pumpkin 
pie spice and vanilla, mix well. Fold 2 cups whipped 
topping into pumpkin mixture. Pour over ice cream. 
Cover with plastic wrap and freeze until firm, at least 
4 hours or overnight. Allow pie to defrost 10 to 15 
minutes before slicing. Garnish with whipped topping 
and pecans. Makes 8 servings.

Vew Laser Speed 
Gun Expected To 
Be Used By MSP 


The Maryland State Police 
“Clickit and Ticket” speed en- 
forcement patrols may soon be 
using a high-tech laser speed 
gun to target speeding motor- 
ists on Maryland highways. 

“The laser speed gun emits 
an infrared laser beam which 
targets a specific vehicle 
travelling in excess of the 
posted speed limit,’’ said 
Corporal Michael J. Fischer, a 
member of the special coor- 
dinating committee which is 
evaluating the device. ‘The 
laser speed gun also displays 
the speed of the vehicle at the 
time of the violation.”

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Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service radio 
broadcast, Fischer said the 
laser equipment can be ex- 
tremely effective in controlling 
speeds on the highway. ‘Laser 
cannot be detected by radar 
detectors,"’ added Fischer 

Maryland State Police are 
coordinating the laser speed 
gun experiment with Interna- 
tional Measurement and Con- 
trol Company, the manu- 
facturer which is located in 
Littleton, Colorado. The experi- 
mental project will focus on 
Maryland's 55 mile per hour 
speed limit on interstate high- 
ways throughout the state. The 
laser equipment will also be 
used to monitor all speed limits 
on the state's secondary roads 
where speed~-related crashes 
have increased. 


Elmer H. Tippett 
MSP superintendent, an 
nounced ‘‘Clicket and Ticket 
an aggressive speed enforce 
ment initiative which began in 
March 1990. The speed enforce- 
ment effort has contributed to a

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U.S. To Unveil 
Final Proposal 
For GATT Talks 


After nearly four 
shadow boxing, combatants in 
the Uruguay Round of trade 
talks are preparing to enter the 
ring for the main event 

This week the United States 
will unveil its final proposal to 
reform world farm trade. The 
major U.S. adversary, the 
European Community, has had 
difficulty deciding on its cur- 
rent internal farm policy and 
likely will offer its own plan as 
the October 15 deadline nears 

The EC, which has proposed 
modest cuts in domestic sub 
sidies, continues to strongly 
oppose cuts in specific import 
barriers and export subsidies 
In contrast, the United States is 
seeking significant cuts in 
trade-distorting domestic sub- 
sidies and import barriers, and 
even deeper cuts in export sub- 
sidies, phased in over 10 years 

In a speech Thursday before 
the National Foreign Trade 
Council, American Farm 
Bureau President Dean 
Kleckner emphasized Ameri- 
can agriculture would continue 
to support the GATT talks as 
long as they are balanced, say- 
ing American farmers want to 
receive as much as they give 

“American negotiators 
should reject the EC's so-called 
rebalancing plan,”’ Kleckner 
said. “It is ludicrous. Rebal- 
ancing would permit the enact- 
ment of new protectionist 
measures to replace those nego- 
tiated away. The creation of 
new impediments should never 
be the goal of any 
negotiations.”’ 

“Rebalancing” would allow 
each country to lift trade-dis- 
torting support among 
modities. Rebalancing also 
could allow the EC to shift some 
existing commodity subsidies 
from internal supports to 
import barriers, which are 
much less visible to domestic 
consumers, said Paul Drazek, 
AF BF trade specialist 

Such a program would allow 
the EC to direct subsidies to 
their least-competitive agri- 
cultural sectors, and permit the 
introduction of import restric- 
tions on soybeans and corn 
gluten feed without the fear of 
U.S. retaliation. 

Reportedly, rebalancing will 
be one of two major facets of the 
EC proposal. The other is a 
method called ‘‘aggregate 
measurement of support"’ 
(AMS) 

The EC proposal is expected 
to call for cuts in internal sup- 
ports of 30 percent using the 
AMS mechanism. Under AMS, 
each country divulges its 
various levels of support, in- 
cluding domestic subsidies, in a 
given base year. Countries then 
would be asked to reduce that 
aggregate level by an agreed 
percentage over time. 

This AMS method would 
allow the EC to continue the use 
of trade-distorting programs, 
while claiming credit for reduc- 
tions since 1986, Drazek said. 
The EC's approach would, in 
practice, separate agriculture 
trade rules from existing GATT 
principles governing import 
barriers and export subsidies, 
according to Farm Bureau. 

“The key to these negotia- 
tions, as always, will be how far 
other countries are prepared to 
go,’ Drazek said. ‘The United 
States cannot move unilaterally 
and still expect support from 
American farmers for the 
GATT negotiations.”’ 

The new U.S. proposal will 
differ from the initial plan to 
phase out all trade-distorting 
subsidies. U.S. Trade Repre- 
sentative Carla Hills reportedly 
suggested proposed domestic 
cuts should be in the 70-percent 
range, rather than the 100 per- 
cent orginally proposed. The 
U.S., however, is expected to 
take a harder line on export 
subsidies and call for a 90 per- 
cent reduction 

“This new proposal recog- 
nizes the original, so-called 
‘zero option’ needs to be moder- 
ated," Drazek said. “Some 
people will see this new position 
as an unacceptable softening, 
while others will believe the 
proposal still goes too far. But, 
there has never been any ques- 
tion that the outcome of the 
Uruguay Round would be less 
than the initial U.S. proposal of 
total subsidy elimination." 

Some analysts believe the 
EC's possible 30-percent reduc- 
tion, combined with the U.S 
proposal of approximately 
70-percent cuts, could lead to a 
compromise near the 
50-percent range 

However, Drazek explained, 
the issue is more complicated 
than a simple splitting of dif- 
ferences.

linked to the quality of the 
poultry produced in the state 
which affects the economic 
expansion of the poultry indus- 
try 

‘Cash from farm marketing 
in 1989 in the state amounted to 
approximately $82 million,” 
said Craig Anderson, agri- 
cultural statistician with the 
West Virginia Department of 
Agriculture 

Anderson provided the follow- 
ing figures for state poultry 
production: 517,000 layers pro- 
vided 121 million eggs valued at 
$10.3 million; 35 million com- 
mercial broilers provided a 
value of $48.4 million; and 2.8 
turkeys were raised at a value 


of $23.1 million. He expects 
these growth trends to continue 
Lisa Martin, marketing 
specialist-poultry, West Vir- 


ginia Department of Agri- 
culture, said, “In the 1980s, the 
poultry industry took off, 
mainly because of food 
consciousness. Poultry has sur- 
passed beef and pork in con- 
sumption.” 

She added, “WVU's poultry 
research center has been 
needed for a long time. We need 
better facilities to do applied re- 
search, such as that performed 
at Wardensville, which can be 
applied directly to the poultry 
industry. The producers can see 
what researchers are currently 
using and then try it themselves 
in production 

There are other advantages 
too,’ she added, “because other 
states have zoning laws, they 
simply can't build facilities just 
anywhere, or they have a short- 
age of labor. West Virginia is an 
open door for growers." 

Martin concluded, “WVU will 
have one of the newest research 
centers in the nation conducting 
basic and applied poultry re- 
search. This will be very 
important to the state and to the 
nation. Few people realize the 
importance of this industry.”

OUR CITIZEN ASSISTANCE NETWORK 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 
Not long ago, I wrote a letter thanking a young woman who 
tried unsuccessfully to solve an environmental problem in her 
wmumunity. She had called two state agencies for assistance, but 
neither of them could help her. She came away from the ex- 
perience feeling helpless and frustrated 
We hope that situations like that are rare in Maryland govern- 
ment. But if they do happen, we have developed a new program to 
handle It's called the Citizen Assistance Network (CAN), 
and it was designed for just one purpose: to help people 
Our CAN program is modeled very closely after the system of 
cabinet secretaries that we have in state government. Four years 
these department heads operated independently. They 
hardly knew one another and rarely communicated, even though 
they 


them 


anv 
they were involved in similar and related projects. Today 
all work together as a team, solving problems and improving 
services 
Very often, it takes more than one agency to meet a need or 
solve a problem. Issues naturally overlap. If there is an environ- 
mental question, for example, three or four departments could be 
involved. Reaching the right person can be difficult and con- 
fusing 
Usually, the press knows right where to go to get answers 
But for our citizens, it’s not so easy. Government can seem com- 
plicated at times. Citizens don't always know what department to 
a problem. Even if they kn lepart 
ment, they may not know the right agency in that department, or 
who they can talk to if they disagree with how an issue is being 
handled. Maybe

they just need someone to help walk them 
That's when the Citizen Assistance Network can step in and 
take over 
Luther Starnes is our CAN program coordinator. Some of you 
may remember him from his radio talk show days in Baltimore

Commissioners Respond lo Growth 


Management Questionaire By LW 


The following was written by 
the Garrett County Commis 
sioners in response to questions 
in @ survey prepared by the 
Maryland League of Women 
Voters regarding growth 
management in Garrett 
County. Responses are pro- 
vided in the same sequence as 
the questions appeared in the 
survey 

What state regulations affect 
local growth management and 
development? 

The Department of Natural 
Resources’ regulations, both in 
the Youghiogheny River Scenic 
Corridor and the Deep Creek 
Lake area, currently affect 
local growth management 
policies within these two 
specific areas. These regu- 
lations are supplemental to 
existing county regulations and 
affect land use as well as 
developmental density levels 
Additionally, regulations which 
are implemented by the Garrett 
County Health Deparument con- 
trolling lot size for on-site septic 
systems and water supplies 
establish minimum develop-

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has proclaimed this 
week (October 14-20) as ‘Radon 
Action Week” in Maryland 

“You cannot see, smell, taste 
or touch radon,”’ said Governor 
Schaefer. “Yet, in homes and 
other buildings, it is the second 
leading cause of lung cancer, 
and the leading cause among 
nonsmokers 

‘This week gives us a chance 
to educate people on what they 
can do to protect themselves 
and their families against this 
serious but easily corrected 

public health threat,"’ said 
Governor Schaefer 

Radon is an invisible, odor- 
less, radioactive gas produced 
by the decay of uranium in rock 
and soil. It can seep into build- 
ings through cracks in the foun- 
dation, areas around drainage 
pipes, sump pumps and other 
openings in the foundation or 
walls. Radon is also found in 
drinking water, although less 
frequently 

‘We have detected radon in 
virtually every area of the 
state, and as many as 33 per- 
cent of Maryland homes may 
have high levels of radon,” said 
Maryland Secretary of the 
Environment Martin W. Walsh 
Jr 


























Any home can have a high 


level of radon, even when 
neighboring homes do not,” 
Secretary Walsh said. ‘That's 


why it is so important for all 
homes to be tested for radon.” 

Inexpensive testing equip- 
ment can accurately detect

Governor Schaefer Proclaims This 


Week As Radon Action Week 


when necessary, filtering drink

The Maryland Department of 
Environment (MDE) coordi- 
nates the state's effort to inform 
residents about radon 

Over the past four years, the 
Maryland radon program has 
distributed information to more 
than 60,000 people and provided 
video presentations to every 
county in the state and Balti- 
more City 

Working with the Maryland 
Department of Education 
MDE ensured that local juris- 
dictions performed radon test- 
ing in each of the state’s 1,284 
public schools. The department 
provided advice on follow-up 
testing and mitigation 
strategies where needed 

MDE also participated in a 
$625,000 two-year project with 
the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) that re- 
sulted in the correction of 35 
homes in Maryland at no cost to 
the owners 

Another joint MDE/EPA 
effort evaluated the effective- 
ness of radon information out- 
reach methods. The $225,000 
project targeted the com- 
munities of Frederick, Hagers- 
town and Randallstown 
(Baltimore County) 

The department also recently 
received a series of EPA grants 
to test state buildings and se- 
lected day-care centers in 
Maryland for radon. The grants 
call for awards of $130,890 in 
1990; $109,034 in 1991; and 
$114,061 in 1992 

MDE continues to operate a 
toll-free Radon Hotline that 
residents can call to obtain 
information about radon. Since 
1987, more than 32,000 calls 
have been handled

Both living 
and dead trees were counted in 
the survey sites and it is signi- 
ficant that over 1/3 of all trees 
counted were dead,’’ said 
Robert Rabaglia, Forest Ento- 
mologist in Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Forest 
Pest Management Section. *‘Al- 
though defoliation in 1990 was 
more than twice that of 1988, we 
cannot anticipate a doubling of 
tree mortality since it is in- 
fluenced by a number of en- 
vironmental factors,"’ Tichenor 
said 

In 1990, defoliated acreage al 
most tripled in Maryland's 
western counties. The total for 
Garrett and Allegany counties 
was 60,884 acres in 1990; in 1989, 
20,582 acres were defoliated 
This increased defoliation 
occurred despite a large in- 
crease in the number of acres 
sprayed by the state or county 
programs in 1990 and mainly re- 
sulted from movement of gypsy 
moth larvae from unsprayed 
areas in Pennsylvania down the 
Maryland ridges or mountain 
tops 

On the Eastern Shore, gypsy 
moth defoliated a total of 42,585 
acres, a 2 percent increase 
over 1989. Caroline, Kent and 
Queen Anne's counties, each ex 
periencing over 10,000 acres of 
were the hardest 
hit. These three counties, plus 
Allegany and Garrett in 
Western Maryland, account for 
97,412 acres of defoliation, or 
about the same number of acres 
as the 1989 statewide total 

In the Northeast and Central 
Maryland counties, Cecil 
County experienced an increase 
in defoliated acreage from 935 
acres in 1989 to 3,447 in 1990, but 
all other counties in the two 
regions showed decreased 
defoliation this year 

It is important not to 
become complacent when 
defoliation figures go down 
Traditionally, gypsy moth 
populations fluctuate over a 
period of several years. In our 
experience, the likelihood is 
that insect populations, and tree 
defoliation, will increase in the 
future,"’ said Tichenor 

“It is extremely important 
when populations decline for 
homeowners to take action 
They should remove and 


defoliation, 
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destroy egg masses in the fall or 
winter and should band trees in 
the early spring. These 
measures can be much more ef 
fective when populations are 
he ermphasized 

The vast majority of defolia- 
tion in 1990 occurred in areas 
that were not sprayed during 
the spring suppression program 
this year. These unsprayed 
areas are typically forest and 
wilderness tracts or smaller 
wood lots which we could not 
treat because there were so 
many other high priority sites 
needing treatment,’’ said

‘The state's cooperative sup- 
pression program was very 
successful in 1990. Only 5 per- 
cent of the area included in the 
State's spray program was 
defoliated to any extent, and the 
majority of that defoliation was

Trees with less than 60 per- 
cent defoliation do not have to 
defoliate and are more likely to 
survive the loss of leaves 

Maryland is not the only state 
with a marked increase in 
defoliation in 1990. Preliminary 
figures suggest that gypsy moth 
defoliation in the Northeastern 
U.S. totaled well over 7 million 
acres, the third largest defolia- 
tion in history. Defoliation in- 
creased dramatically in Penn- 
sylvania (44 million acres), 
Michigan (600,000 acres), Vir- 
ginia (590,000 acres), New York 
(565,000 acres), New Jersey 
(431,000 acres), West Virginia 
(338,000 acres), and New 
England (325,000 acres)

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SAVAGE RIVER STATE FOREST ROAD OPENINGS 

At 53,000 acres, the Savage River State Forest is Maryland's 
largest. The variety of habitats found from its stream valleys to 
ridge tops support an incredible diversity of plant and animal life 

In order to properly manage such a large natura! resource, 
access is a must! As such, over 200 miles of roads crisscross the 
Savage River State Forest. These roads provide access for timber 
and wildlife management personnel, as well as forest visitors 

Twenty percent of the roads in Savage River are county 
maintained and are used by the general public in their daily com- 
mutes through the forest. 

The rest of the roads located in the state forest are main- 
tained by the Maryland Forest, Park and Wildlife Service. More 
than 80% of these are open year-round, allowing access for MVA 
licensed vehicles. Hunters, naturalists, photographers and just 
plain outdoor enthusiasts enjoy the access to various sites in the 
state forest afforded by these roads 

Twenty percent of these state forest roads are gated either 
year-round or during certain seasons. Roads are closed with 
gates to protect the forest resource in various ways: to promote 
road stabilization, enhance wildlife management practices, deter 
poachers, discourage trespassing on adjacent private lands, pro- 
vide recreation and to protect state forest facilities. Roads gated 
on a seasonal! basis are usually opened to allow hunting and fire- 
wood collection during the fall 

Below is the road opening schedule for September 1990 
through January 1991. The State Forest Manager reserves the 
right to change the schedule, as necessary. If you have any 
questions concerning these openings, please call the Savage 
River State Forest Headquarters at (301) 895-5759.

During the past several weeks a disturbing letter has been circulated throughout the 
County. It is a letter full of misstatements, alarms and outright lies. It is unsigned and has no 
other attribution. However, what disturbs us most is the fact that the author of this sheet 
chose to use County Economic Developent letterhead as the heading for this letter to Garrett 
County’s citizens. We would like to assure all the citizens of Garrett County that this letter 
was NOT authored by this organization nor any office of County Government. 

The letter’s subject is Garrett County’s Economic Development Bonding Program. 
During the past 10 years Garrett County has conducted an aggressive program of economic 
development. During the five-year period from 1981 thru 1986, a large portion of this program 
was the use of Economic Development Revenue Bonds as an incentive device to encourage 
our small and medium-sized businesses to grow. Over that five-year period this program was 
extremely successful. Fourteen of our businesses made decisions to expand because of this 
program. These 14 businesses invested over 10 million of new capital into Garrett County’s 
economy during this period. These same companies created some 500 new jobs because of 
these investments. However, in 1986, Congress passed a new tax law which no longer allowed 
banks which bought Economic Development Bonds to deduct their earned interest on such

payers are liable for any delinquent loans or bonds under this program. Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth! By issuing an Economic Development Revenue Bond the County does 
not in any way obligate itself to repay any portion of this Bond or its interest. This is a fact 
that the letter’s author completely misrepresents to the reader. A bank which buys one of 
these bonds can not look to the County at any time for re-payment of a bond which is in

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BASIC FRIED CHICKEN 
3 cups vegetable oil, or a combination of fats and oil 
3-pound fryer chicken, cut up 
‘2 cup flour 
'» teaspoon salt 
‘4 teaspoon pepper 

Pour oil into a skillet and begin heating it. A 
10-inch pan will accommodate 1 cut-up frying 
chicken, and 3 cups of oil will give you a depth of 
about ‘2 inch. Shake chicken pieces in a bag with 
flour, salt, and pepper. This will aid in giving the 
chicken a flavorful brown crust. 

Cooking Times and Temperature: Heat the oi! 
until it is quite hot but not smoking (about 375°F.). 
Place thighs and legs in the pan, skin side down, and 
cook 2 or 3 minutes until the oil regains its original 
temperature. Add breasts and wings, skin side down. 
Cook until chicken is golden brown on one side (about 
9 minutes), turn over, and brown on the other side 
(about 5 minutes). Remove the breasts and wings 
from the pan temporarily as they take less time to 
cook. Reduce the heat to medium. The object is to 
cook the chicken through before it becomes too 
brown, yet to keep the fat hot enough so that it will not 
be absorbed by the meat. Partially cover the pan, 
thereby allowing some of the steam to escape. The 
chicken will now require about 25 minutes more to 
cook. After 10 minutes, return the breasts and wings 
to the pan. After 15 minutes uncover the pan and 
complete the cooking with the cover off 


MARYLAND FRIED CHICKEN 

Chicken in Maryland, as everywhere else, is fried 
in many different ways, but a large proportion of 
Maryland fried chicken recipes call for the flavor of 
bacon and cream gravy 
8 strips bacon 
1 cup bacon fat 
2 cups oil 
3-pound fryer, cut up 
‘2 cup flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
‘2 teaspoon white pepper 
For Cream Gravy: 
2 tablespoons butter (optional) 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 cups light cream or 1 cup milk and 1 cup heavy 

cream 

Salt, to taste 
White pepper, to taste 

Brown bacon in skillet, drain, and set aside, Add 
additional bacon fat and oil to skillet and heat. Shake 
chicken in a bag with seasoned flour and fry as for 
Basic Fried Chicken. Remove chicken to hot serving 
platter. Pour off all but 2 tablespoons of fat from the 
skillet (or pour off all and add the butter for a more 
delicate gravy). Stir in flour and cook 2 minutes until 
the flour just begins to change color. Add cream and 
cook, stirring until the sauce thickens, scraping the 
bottom of the pan with a wooden spoon. Season to 
taste with salt and white pepper. Pour gravy over 
chicken, and top each piece with a strip of bacon. 
Serve with sliced candied sweet potatoes, corn meal 
cakes or fritters, or fried bananas. Serves 4. 


BUTTERMILK FRIED CHICKEN 

3-pound chicken fryer, cut up 
2 cups buttermilk (about) 
1 cup flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
‘2 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon paprika 
3 cups vegetable oil, lard, bacon fat, salt pork fat, 

or any combination of these 

Marinate chicken in buttermilk to cover for 1 

hour. Remove chicken and, without drying it, roll it in 
flour seasoned with salt, pepper, and paprika. Allow 
the chicken to stand for 30 minutes, dredge again, and 
fry as for Basic Friend Chicken. Serves 4. 
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VARIATIONS ON FRIED CHICKEN 
Fried chicken is a very good and Satisfying dish in 
itself, but you can vary it in a number of ways. 


PAPRIKA-FRIED CHICKEN 
To the seasoned flour in which you dredge Basic 
Fried Chicken, add 1 to 3 teaspoons paprika. 


GARLIC-FRIED CHICKEN 
To the seasoned flour in which you dredge Basic 
Fried Chicken, add “4 teaspoon powdered garlic. 


GINGER-FRIED CHICKEN 
To the seasoned flour in which you dredge Basic 


Fried Chicken, add 4 teaspoon powdered ginger. 


ROSEMARY-FRIED CHICKEN 
To the seasoned flour in which you dredge Basic 
Fried Chicken, add 1 teaspoon crushed dried 
rosemary. 


PARMESAN-FRIED CHICKEN 
To the seasoned flour in which you dredge Basic 
Fried Chicken, add 2 tablespoons grated Parmesan 
cheese. 


SESAME FRIED CHICKEN 

3-pound chicken fryer, cut up 
*3 cup evaporated milk 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
‘4 teaspoon pepper 
‘2 teaspoon paprika 
2 tablespoons sesame seeds, toasted 
“4 cup butter 
‘4 cup vegetable oil 

Dip chicken in milk and roll in flour seasoned with 
salt, pepper, paprika, and sesame seeds. Fry in 
butter and oil as for Basic Fried Chicken. Serves 4. 


CHICKEN GUMBO 
1 cup onion, chopped 
‘2 cup green pepper, chopped 
4 tablespoons butter 
4 cups chicken stock 
2 cups canned tomatoes 
1‘2 cups okra, sliced 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
‘4 teaspoon pepper 
‘2 cup rice 
1-2 cups chicken meat, cooked and diced 
Salt, to taste 
Pepper, to taste 
Worcestershire sauce, to taste (optional) 

In a large saucepan, saute onion and pepper in 
butter for 5 minutes. Add chicken stock, tomatoes, 
okra, salt, and pepper. Bring to a boil and simmer for 
15 minutes. Add rice and simmer 22 minutes more. 
Add diced chicken and simmer for 5 minutes, or until 
the chicken is heated through and the rice is tender. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper and 
Worcestershire sauce, if desiered. Serves 8. 

Variation I: In place of or in addition to the rice, 
add 1 cup fresh or frozen corn. 

Variation II: Saute, along with the onion and 
green pepper, ‘2 cup diced smoked ham. 

Variation III; Proceed as for Variation II 
(above), except instead of using cooked chicken, 
Saute 1 to 2 cups diced raw chicken meat along with 
the onion, green pepper, and ham. Cook until the meat 
is stiff, but not browned, and proceed with the recipe. 


BROILED DEVILED CHICKEN 

2-3 pound broiler-fryer 
6 to 8 tablespoons butter, melted 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
‘4 teaspoon pepper 
For the Devil Coating: 
8 tablespoons butter 
‘2 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
2 teaspoons dry mustard 
A good pinch of Cayenne pepper 
2 cups fresh bread crumbs 

Remove the backbone from the chicken, split it in 
two lengthwise, and remove the breastbone and loose 
ribs. Brush with melted butter and bake skin side 
down in a 400°F. oven for 15 minutes, basting 
frequently with the butter. Meanwhile make the devil 
coating. Cream the butter, add Worcestershire sauce, 
mustard, cayenne, and fresh bread crumbs, and mix 
thoroughly. Remove half-cooked chicken from the 
oven, sprinkle with salt and pepper, and place skin 
side up on the greased broiler pan. Broil 6 to 8 inches 
from the broiler flame for 10 minutes, then pat on the 
devil mixture to cover the top side of the chicken 
completely. Broil for 10 to 15 minutes more, basting 
occasionally with butter, and taking care that the 
devil mixture does not burn 
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PARMESAN BAKED CHICKEN 

3-pound fryer, cut up 
*2 cup flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
‘4 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon paprika 
1 egg 
2 tablespoons milk 
‘2 cup dry bread crumbs 
1 cup grated Parmesan chees¢ 
4 tablespoons butter 

Shake chicken in a bag with flour seasoned with 
Salt, pepper, and paprika Dip the pieces in egg 
beaten with milk, then in a mixture of bread crumbs 
and cheese, and allow to stand for 10 minutes. In a 
350°F. oven, melt 2 tablespoons butter in a baking 
pan. When the butter is quite hot arrange the chicken 
in the pan skin side down. Dot with the remaining 2 
tablespoons of butter and bake for 20 minutes Turn 
the chicken and bake for 30 minutes more or until the 
chicken is done. Serves 4 


HONEY BAKED CHICKEN 

Cut up a 3-pound frying chicken. Mix 4 cup honey 
with ‘4 cup prepared brown mustard and 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice. In a 350°F. oven, melt 4 tablespoons 
butter in a baking pan. When the butter is quite hot 
arrange the chicken pieces in the pan skin side down 

Sprinkle the chicken with 4 teaspoon salt and ‘4 
teaspoon pepper. Spread half of the honey mixture 
over the top of the chicken pieces and bake in a 350°F 

oven for 20 minutes. Turn skin side up, spread with 
remaining half of the honey mixture, and bake for 30 
minutes more or until the chicken is done. Serves 4. 











SPICY BLACK-GLAZED BAKED CHICKEN 
3-pound fryer chicken, cut up 
44 teaspoon pepper 
‘4 pound butter 
‘4 cup Worcestershire sauce 
2 teaspoons minced garlic 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
About ‘2 cup chicken stock if required (see below) 
Sprinkle chicken with pepper and arrange in a 
greased baking pan, skin side down. Melt the butter, 
add Worcestershire sauce and garlic. and pour over 
the chicken. Bake in a 375°F. oven for 30 minutes, 
turning the chicken and basting frequently with the 
sauce. Sprinkle with salt and continue basting and 
turning the chicken for 30 minutes more or until the 
chicken is done.

3-pound fryer chicken, cut up

cup) 
‘2 cucumber, peeled, seeded, and cut into ‘-inch

Brush chicken pieces with butter and place in 
baking dish skin side down.

3 cups vegetable, bacon fat, salt pork fat, lard, or 
any combination of these 

Cream Gravy as for Maryland Fried Chicken 
Boiled rice 
Corn bread or biscuits 

Place chicken in eggs beaten with milk and let 
Stand, turning occasionally, for 1 to 2 hours. Roll in 
cracker meal mixed with flour, salt. and white 
pepper. Fry as for Basic Fried Chicken except use a 
gentler heat to prevent the egg coating from burning. 
Serve with cream gravy made in the pan as for 
Maryland Fried Chicken, boiled rice, and corn bread 
or biscuits. Serves 4

GATT Trade 


Talks Enter The 
Final Stretch 


After four years of on-and-off 
discussions in the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT), talks to reduce 
world trade subsidies will come 
down to two final months of 


in 


tough negotiating, according to 
the American Farm Bureau 

The United States and other 
GATT members face a Monday, 
October 15, deadline for sub 
mitting final trade proposals 
There is growing concern and 
frustration that differences be- 
tween the European Com- 
munity (EC) and most other 
countries could lead to a total 
breakdown in the talks, accord- 
ing to AFBF President Dean 
Kleckner, who led a Farm 
Bureau GATT mission to 
Geneva last week 

We expected the talks to come 
down to the final few months 
with moet of the work etill to be 
done, so we're not overly sur- 
prised by the lack of progress to 
date,"’ he told a gathering of 
international reporters at a 
Geneva news conference 

We've come to Geneva to let 
other countries know that the 
American Farm Bureau and 
U.S. agriculture by-and-large 
support the United States trade 
initiative.’ 

While on the GATT mission, 
the Farm Bureau delegation 
met with agricultural nego- 
tiators and reviewed the talks 
thus far. Kleckner was accomp- 
anied by AFBF Vice President 
Harry Bell, Pennsylvania 
Farmers Association President 
Keith Eckel and Florida Farm 
Bureau President Car] Loop 

The world’s trade ministers 
are scheduled to meet in 
Brussels, Belgium, the first 
week of December to finalize 
the agreement. Before that 
happens, a lot of work remains 
and vast differences must be 
resolved, particularly in the 
agricultural sector 

As the United States pushes 
for freer trade, the view from 
the other side of the Atlantic is 
far different 


The EC is un- 
willing to discuss cuts in its 
export subsidies, which have 


soared to $12 billion annually 
Instead, the EC wants to limit 
its concessions to domestic sub- 
sidy cuts of only 30 percent. The 
EC also wants credit for cuts 
taken since 1986, which would 
mean they would only have to 
cut domestic subsidies by about 
15 percent 

In a meeting with the Farm 
Bureau delegation, EC Agri- 
cultural Affairs Counsellor 
Helmut Stadler said the two 
sides “are very far apart on 
export subsidies.’ The US 
goal is ‘more than we are ready 
to commit to." 


Stadler insisted cuts in EC 
export subsidies must be tied to 
reductions in U.S. deficiency 
payments. For its 30-percent 
cut in internal subsidies, the EC 
demands the U.S. re-negotiate 
its duty-free exports of soy- 
beans and corn gluten feed 
Such an agreement would be 
totally unacceptable to the 
United States, Kleckner 
warned 

EC-member countries have 
been unable to agree to a final 
package. French farmers have 
led the protest against further 
trade concessions. As a result, 
the European Community has 
become increasingly isolated in 
the world trade community — a 
view underscored by Canadian 
agricultural trade

When the United States of America was born, the founding 
fathers were very leery of creating an aristocracy similar to the 
one they had just disentangled themselves from.

Our country’s foundation rests on the sanctity of laws enacted 
on behalf of the people, not on the backs of the people. Now, one 
group more than any other places itself outside the law. That 
group is Congress, the people you and I send to Washington 

Congress losing touch with taxpayers 

We all should be fed up with Congress’ heavy-handed tactics 
Disregard and disdain for fiscal integrity is one example. First, 
they pass the Gramm-Rudman-Hollings law because they fear 
budget-balancing decisions. Then, when it is time to implement 
the law because they have again overspent their trillion-dollar 
budget, our members of Congress use the loopholes they wrote 
into the law. The budget-balancing law is circumvented. avoided 
and ridiculed annually 

People tried to regain control of the taxation process, but to 
no avail. Too few state legislatures supported the movement for a 
constitutional amendment to balance the budget. An atternpt 
earlier this year to pass a constitutional amendment by the House 
of Representatives fell seven votes shy of the two-thirds approval 
needed

A third excuse is that the 
executive branch would enforce various laws, placing Congress 
under the threat of its control’ So what? Law enforcement is a 
legitimate, constitutional function of the executive branch. It 
should enforce the nation's laws, no matter who the offender is 
Besides, either the judicial, legislative or executive branches 
always are doing something that limits the actions of the other 
two groups. Isn't that what checks and balances are all about? 
Living under the same laws 

Enacting laws and then choosing which ones to obey and 
which ones to ignore just doesn’t seem fair to me Look how 
Congress treats itself in the ‘Americans with Disabilities Act 
Quoting Iowa Senator Charles Grassley: ‘Unlike other workers 
all across America, Senate employees who are victims of 
discrimination can't go to court. They must defend their rights 
solely through an internal Senate complaint procedure. This is a 
classic case of the fox guarding the hen house. If a major 
corporation or the hometown hardware store can’t self-police, the 
U.S. Senate shouldn't be allowed to either.’

Evans is chairman of the 
National Dairy Board of 
the organizations participating 
in the Strategic Marketing Al- 
liance. The SMA formed a com- 
mittee of 21 producers and pro- 
motion managers 18 months 
ago to develop a plan to pull the 
dairy industry together around 
a common marketing direction

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Local Man Survives Frigid Temps, 
High Winds After Boating Mishap 


A Deep Creek Lake man feels 
lucky to be alive after surviving 
a harrowing experience on the 
lake one week ago. During a 
windy, freezing storm, Walter 
Ramsey, 60, attempted to 
relocate his motorboat to 
shelter when he was forced by 
the weather conditions to enter 
the frigid water 
shore 


and swim to 
search through 
for help, and finally 
break into an unoccupied cabin 
to call 911, as he had entered the 
first stages of hypothermia 

Ramsey said when he arrived 
home at 6 p.m. on Oct. 18, 
found that his wife had been 
Struggling to keep their 17-foot 
Bayliner power boat from 
crashing on the rocks because 
of the sudden storm and high 
winds 

The boat, Ramsey said, was 
in immediate peril of being 
completely destroyed on the 
rocks as the line securing the 
bow of the boat had pulled a 
cleat completely out of the 
dock, and the whip securing the 
stern of the boat had pulled 
loose from the dock as well 

“Time was of the essence 
Ramsey said, ‘‘and, with the ap- 
proval of Bill's Marine Service 
I decided to make the difficult

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WHAT TO LOOK FOR 

There are two general kinds of Sweet potatoes at 
our table. Growers variously dub a sweet potato as 
either “moist” or “dry.”’ Neither tag has a jot to do 
with its water content. Moist types, often called yams, 
have somewhat reddish brown skins and deep orange 
flesh, with a high starch content that converts to 
Sugar as it cooks, and may be deemed a sweeter 
sweet potato. Dry types have tan or fawn shaded 
skins and yellow-to-gold flesh that converts less

starch to sugar — and are decidedly less sweet on a 
fork! 

Shopping for sweet potatoes, the sharp-eyed 
consumer will ferret out the smoothest-skinned 
Specimens. Look for medium sizes that taper at 
the end. Most sweet potatoes on the market are 
precured and have had some stint in storage prior to 
the supermarket shelf. So choose memhere that are 
not bruised, blemished, or, worse yet, sprouting. 
Sweet potato harvests begin in late summer, and by 
Thanksgiving it is virtually impossible to find any 
that are uncured. 

Curing is a process that allows sweet potatoes to 
keep. Once they are dug, tubers are held in controlled 
high-heat, high-humidity environments for about a 
week to allow the conversion of starch to dextrins and 
Sugars to begin before they are stored. So, a sweet 
potato that is boiled and then mashed into a velvety 
chowder will taste a lot sweeter in winter and spring 
(after curing) than in August when it is straight from 
the vine. 

The sweet potato is nutritious. One medium sweet 
(boiled, then peeled) provides more than twice the 
recommended daily allowance of vitamin A, along 
with healthy increments of potassium, calcium, and 
ascorbic acid. On the debit side, a boiled sweet potato 
adds about 172 calories to your diet (though somewhat 
less when baked). 


SWEET ’TATER POTTAGE 

1 tablespoon unsalted butter 
1 medium onion, 
1 large rib celery, 
‘2 pound sweet potatoes, peeled, sliced 
1'2 cups chicken broth 
1 cup V-8 spicy tomato juice 
4 cup heavy or whipping cream 
1 tablespoon bourbon 
1/8 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1/8 teaspoon freshly grated nutmeg 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Melt the butter in a medium saucepan over 
medium-low heat. Stir in the onion, cook 1 minute. 
Stir in the celery and potatoes, cook 5 minutes. Add 
the broth and the tomato juice, cook, uncovered, until 
tender, about 25 minutes. Cool. Place the soup, in 
batches, in the container of a blender or food 
processor. Blend until smooth. Pour the soup into a 
medium saucepan. Stir in the cream, bourbon, 
cinnamon, and nutmeg. Heat over low heat until 
warmed through. Do not boil. Add salt and pepper to 
taste. Serve hot, or chill and serve cold. Serves 4. 


SWEET POTATO PONE 
2 large eggs 
2 cups milk 
1% tablespoons vanilla extract 
1 cup sugar 
\% teaspoon freshly grated nutmeg 
‘2 teaspoon grated orange peel 
3 medium sweet potatoes (about 1 pound), peeled, 
grated 

6 tablespoons (%4 stick) unsalted butter, melted 

Preheat the oven to 350°F. Beat the eggs in a 
large mixing bowl. Beat in the remaining ingredients 
and pour into a buttered 2-quart souffle or baking 
dish. Bake until firm and golden brown, about 2 hours. 
Let stand 20 minutes before serving. The flavor 
intensifies as it stands. Serves 8. 





SCALLOPED SWEETS 

4 large sweet potatoes (about 2 pounds) 
3%2 cups heavy or whipping cream 
% teaspoon salt 
‘2 teaspoon ground ginger 
1 tablespoon lime juice 
Finely grated peel of 1 lime 
%4 teaspoon ground white pepper 
2 teaspoons unsalted butter, cut into bits 

Preheat the oven to 350°F’. Peel the potatoes and 
cut them in 1/8-inch-thick slices. Combine the 
potatoes, cream, salt, ginger, lime juice, lime peel, 
and white pepper in a large saucepan. Heat to boiling, 
stirring constantly. Pour the potato mixture into a 
well-buttered shallow baking dish. Dot the surface 


with the butter. Bake until lightly browned, about 1 
hour. Serves 6 to 8. 


BAKED YAMS 

2 strips bacon 
2 medium yams 
1 teaspoon dark brown sugar 
Freshly ground black pepper 

Preheat the oven to 375°F. Saute the bacon stri 
in a heavy skillet until crisp. Drain on paper towels, 
reserving the drippings. Crumble and reserve the 
bacon. Cut the yams in half lengthwise. Score the top 
of each half in a lattice pattern, about ‘4-inch deep. 
Do not cut through the skins. Brush the top of each 
with bacon drippings, squeezing the yams lightly to 
open them up. Sprinkle each half with ™% teaspoon of 
the brown sugar. Bake the potatoes 1 hour. Sprinkle 
them with the crumbled bacon and bake 2 minutes 
longer. Sprinkle with pepper to taste. Serves 2. 


MASHED SWEETS 

4 large sweet potatoes (about 2 pounds ) 
3 tablespoons unsalted butter 
3 tablespoons heavy or whipping cream 
2 tablespoons bourbon 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Cook the potatoes in their jackets in boiling salted 
water until tender, 45 to 50 minutes. Drain. Carefully 
peel the potatoes and place them in a medium 
Saucepan. Mash, over very low heat, with a potato 
masher until smooth. Beat in the butter, cream, 
bourbon, and salt and pepper to taste. Cook, stirring 
constantly, until warmed through. Serves 4. 


COLD CURRIED YAMS 

4 large yams (about 1% pounds) 
1 medium red onion, finely chopped 
‘2 green bell pepper, seeded, finely chopped 
‘2 cup mayonnaise 
‘2 cup sour cream 
‘4 cup strong beef stock, cooled 
1 tablespoon curry powder 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
2 tablespoons chopped fresh parsley 

Cook the yams in their jackets in boiling salted 
water until just barely tender, 20 to 25 minutes. Drain. 
Cool, peel, and cut into 1/8-inch thick slices. Combine 
the sliced yams, red onion, and green pepper in a 
large bowl. In a medium bowl, whisk the mayonnaise 
with the sour cream. Whisk in the stock, curry 
powder, and salt and pepper to taste. Pour this 
dressing over the yam mixture. Toss lightly to 
combine, and serve sprinkled with the parsley. 
Serves 4. 
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FRIED SWEET POTATO CRISPS 

3 medium sweet potatoes (about | pound) 
2 tablespoons salt 
Oil for frying 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Peel the potatoes and cut them into 1/8-inch-thick 
round slices. Place the slices in a large bowl. Cover 
with cold water, stir in the salt. Let stand 10 minutes. 
Heat % inch of oil in a heavy skillet until hot but not 
smoking. Drain the potatoes, pat them dry with paper 
towels.

SWEET POTATO SOUR CREAM PIE 
1 nine-inch pie shell 
2 large yams or sweet potatoes 
1 cup sour cream 
3 eggs, separated 
1 cup brown sugar 
Grated rind of one lemon 
42 teaspoon cinnamon 
Whipped cream (optional) 

Preheat oven to 400°F. Prepare the pie shell, 
prick the bottom of the crust with a fork, line it with 
waxed paper or parchment. Fill with dried beans or 
rice and bake for 15 minutes.

Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth! By issuing an Economic Development Revenue Bond the County does 
not in any way obligate itself to repay any portion of this Bond or its interest. This is a fact 
that the letter’s author completely misrepresents to the reader. A bank which buys one of 
these bonds can not look to the County at any time for re-payment of a bond which is in 
arrears! 

As members of an organization committed to the responsible growth of Garrett County's 
economy, we continue to strive to encourage new and expanding businesses to make capital 
investments and thus new jobs in Garrett County. We have had the good fortune to be able to 
eed Ri conan enty taroeih arth at portadaoten wate cater work with a group of local officials who have shared our interest in progressive economic 
— — — development throughout the County. We call upon the citizens of Garrett County to reject the 

NOBODY GE IDAS type of politically motivated misrepresentations contained in this unfortunate letter. We 
resent these misrepresentations since we take very seriously our responsibilities to work in 
the interest of Garrett County and all its citizens.

Chopping Corn Silage 

By now a good many of you will have already harvested corn 
silage. As I have visited farms, I have seen all lengths or chopped 
corn silage. This appears to be one practice many of you are not 
checking close enough. Chop length is important as it affects both 
Storage losses and feeding quality. Research indicates that 
theoretically a ‘4 to 3/8 inch length of cut is ideal for a 
physiological maturity of the corn. Over 90%, of the kernels will be 
sacrificed at this chop, and passage of kernels into manure will be 
minimal. Finer chopping is recommended for drier silages to aid 
packing in the silo. In contrast, wetter silages can be chopped 
slightly longer and still attain good packing in the silo. The length 
of chop dictates particle size of corn silage which affects chewing 
and saliva production in cows. The more a cow chews, the more 
saliva is produced to help buffer the rumen and maintain normal 
milk fat tests. A ‘4 inch chop is suitable when corn silage is fed 
with other forages. A 5/16 yo 3/8 inch chop is recommended when 
corn silage is the major or only forage in the diet

That includes her gestation and lactation period 
The most critical nutritional period for the ewe is late gestation 
and early lactation. A 150 pound ewe needs about 3.5 Ibs feed/day 
during the first 15 weeks of gestation, 4.5 Ibs /day during the last 
four weeks of gestation and 6-7 Ibs /day during lactation. Heavier 
ewes naturally require more feed. For each 25 Ibs. of additional 
weight per ewe, feed about “4 lb. more total feed/day. A 175 pound 
ewe requires about 3.75 pounds of feed per day during early 
gestation

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AUSTRIAN HAM-AND-NOODLE CASSEROLE 
8 ounces uncooked wide egg noodles 
‘4 cup margarine or butter 
1 medium onion, chopped 
2 eggs, beaten 
‘2 cup dairy sour cream 
2 cups diced fully cooked smoked ham (about '2 
pound) 

‘2 teaspoon caraway seed (optional) 
44 teaspoon pepper 
‘4 cup dry bread crumbs 
Paprika 

Drop noodles into 6 cups rapidly boiling salted 
water (4 teaspoons salt). Heat to rapid boiling. Cook, 
stirring constantly, 3 minutes. Cover and remove 
from heat, let stand 10 minutes. Drain. Stir 
margarine and onion into noodles. Stir eggs into sour 
cream. Stir egg mixture, ham, caraway seeds and 
pepper into noodles. Sprinkle bread crumbs evenly in 
greased 2-quart casserole. Pour noodle mixture into 
casserole. 4 Servings. 


PASTA WITH THREE CHEESES 
2 tablespoons margarine or butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
2 cups milk 
1 cup shredded Fontina or mozzarella cheese (4 
ounces) 

1 cup shredded Gruyere or Swiss cheese (4 ounces) 
‘2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
10 ounces (6 cups) uncooked egg noodles 
3 tablespoons dry bread crumbs 
1 tablespoon margarine or butter 

Heat 2 tablespoons margarine in 2-quart 
saucepan over low heat until melted. Blend in flour, 
salt and pepper. Cook over low heat, stirring 
constantly, until smooth and bubbly; remove from 
heat. Gradually stir in milk. Heat to boiling, stirring 
constantly. Boil and stir 1 minute. Stir in cheeses, 
keep warm over low heat. Cook noodles as directed on 
package, drain. Alternate layers of noodles and sauce 
mixture in ungreased 2-quart casserole. Stir bread 
crumbs and 1 tablespoon margarine over medium 
heat until crumbs are toasted, sprinkle over noodles 
Cook uncovered in 350° oven until bubbly, about 20 
minutes. 8 servings. 


CHEESE-AND-RICE CASSEROLE 
2 cups water 
1 cup uncooked regular rice 
1 teaspoon salt 
‘2 teaspoon dry mustard 
'» teaspoon red pepper sauce 
44 teaspoon pepper 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 medium green pepper, chopped 
2 cups shredded mozzarella or Cheddar cheese (8 
ounces) 

4 eggs, slightly beaten 
2%2 cups milk 
‘2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

Heat water, rice, salt, mustard, red pepper sauce 
and pepper to boiling, stirring once or twice, reduce 
heat. Cover and simmer 14 minutes. (Do not lift cover 
or stir). Remove from heat. Fluff rice lightly with 
fork, cover and let steam 5 to 10 minutes. Layer half 
the rice, onion, green pepper and mozzarella cheese 
in greased oblong baking dish, 11x7x1‘2 inches, 
repeat. Mix eggs and milk, pour over rice mixture 
Sprinkle with Parmesan cheese. (Casserole can be 
covered and refrigerated up to 24 hours at this point) 
Cook uncovered in 325° oven until set, 45 to 50 
minutes. Let stand 10 minutes. Cut into squares. 8 
servings. 
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AFRICAN BEEF AND RICE 

1 pound beef round steak, ‘2 inch thick 
2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
1 cup water 
1 bay leaf 
| teaspoon salt 
1/8 to 4s teaspoon crushed red peppers 
1 can (16 ounces) red kidney beans, drained 
1 cup uncooked regular rice 
2 medium green peppers, cut into 1-inch pieces 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1'» teaspoons salt 
‘2 to 1 teaspoon curry powder 
‘4 teaspoon pepper 

Cut beef into l-inch pieces. Heat oil in 10-inch 
skillet until hot. Cook and stir beef in oil over medium 
heat until brown, about 15 minutes. Add water, bay 
leaf, 1 teaspoon salt and the red peppers. Heat to 
boiling, reduce heat. Cover and simmer 45 minutes. 
Drain beef, reserving broth. Add enough water to 
reserved broth to measure 2 cups. Mix beef, broth and 
remaining ingredients. Pour into ungreased 2-quart 
casserole. Cover and cook in 350° oven until liquid is 
absorbed, 45 to 50 minutes. Serve with sliced tomatoes 
if desired. 6 servings. 


SCANDINAVIAN POTATO CASSEROLE 

6 medium potatoes (about 2 pounds), pared 
*4 cup half-and-half 
‘2 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
1 teaspoon salt 
‘4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Dash of pepper 
3 eggs, separated 

Heat 1 inch salted water (*2 teaspoon salt to 1 cup 
water) to boiling. Add potatoes. Heat to boiling, 
reduce heat. Cover and cook until tender, whole 30 to 
35 minutes, pieces 20 to 25 minutes, drain. Mash 
potatoes until no lumps remain. Beat in half-and-half 
in small amounts. Stir in cheese, salt, nutmeg, pepper 
and egg yolks. Beat egg whites until stiff, fold into 
potato mixture. Pour into greased 1'2-quart souffle or 
baking dish. Cook uncovered in 375° oven until golden 
brown, about 45 minutes. 6 to 8 servings. 
























RICE-AND-GREEN-CHILI CASSEROLE 

1 cup dairy sour cream 

1 can (4 ounces) peeled, chopped green chilies, 
drained 

3 cups cooked rice 

%4 pound Montrey Jack cheese, cut into strips 

‘2 cup shredded Cheddar cheese (2 ounces) 

Mix sour cream and chilies. Layer 1 cup of the 
rice, half the sour cream mixture and half the cheese 
strips in greased 142-quart casserole repeat. Cover 
with remaining rice. Cook uncovered in 325° oven 
until bubbly, about 30 minutes. Sprinkle with Cheddar 
cheese. Return to oven until cheese melts. 6 servings. 


BAKED MACARONI WITH BEEF AND CHEESE 
7 ounces uncooked zita or elbow macaroni (about 2 
cups) 
34 pound ground beef 
1 small onion, chopped 
1 can (15 ounces) tomato sauce 
1 teaspoon salt 
1‘2 cups grated Kasseri, Parmesan or Romano 
cheese (6 ounces) 
i/8 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
144 cups milk 
3 tablespoons margarine or butter 
2 eggs, beaten 
1/8 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Cook macaroni as directed on package, drain. 
Cook and stir beef and onion in 10-inch skillet until 
beef is light brown, drain. Stir in tomato sauce and 
salt. Spread half the macaroni in greased square 
baking dish, 8x8x2 inches, cover with beef mixture. 
Mix ‘2 cup of the cheese and the cinnamon, sprinkle 
over beef mixture. Cover with remaining macaroni. 
Cook and stir milk and margarine in 2-quart saucepan 
until margarine is melted. Remove from heat. Stir at 
least half the milk mixture gradually into beaten 
eggs. Blend into milk mixture in Saucepan, pour over 
macaroni. Sprinkle with remaining 1 cup cheese. 
Cook uncovered in 325° oven until brown and center is 
set, about 50 minutes. Sprinkle with nutmeg. Garnish 
with parsley if desired. 6 servings.

1 medium head cabbage, coarsely shredded (8 cups)

By October 28 


1990, 74 per 
cent of Maryland's corn grain 
acreage was harvested, ahead 


of last year's 67 percent but 
behind the five-year average of 
80 percent. An average of 4.2 
days was suitable for fieldwork 
during this week according to 
the Maryland Agricultural Sta- 
tistics Service. Across the 
State, none of the topsoil was 
very short of moisture, 5 per- 
cent was short, 72 percent was 
adequate, and 23 percent was 
surplus. Subsoil moisture ended 
the week as follows: none was 
very short, 14 percent short, 77 
percent adequate, and 9 percent 
surplus. Sorghum was in good 
condition and was about 50 per- 
cent harvested. Field corn, soy- 
beans, wheat, oats, barley, rye 
and pasture were in good condi- 
tion across the State Apples 
were in fair to good condition 
Hay supplies were adequate

The superintendent then re- 
viewed the goals of the board of 
education, and the indicators of 
progress for the county school 
system as outlined in the 
Annual Report for 1988-89 

Ryscavage updated many of 
the statistics in the pamphlet 
for the current school year and 
mentioned that the new Annual 
Report will be out in January 

Ryscavage discussed the 
Maryland School Performance 
Program with the Grand Jury, 
explaining that it is very sim- 
ilar to the Rural School En- 
hancement Program.

The work force is as follows 
104 field forces, four super- 
visors, an administrator, and 
a Staff of six

Dan Lauria (The Wonder 
Years) was telling a joke at 
football practice when he got 
his first acting break. Yale 
University’s head of drama, 
Constance Welch, walked 
onto the field, tapped him on 
the shoulder and said, “I'd 
like you to be in my next 
play.”

Remove the livers and deglaze the pan 
with the brandy. Add any liquid and browned bits to 
the chicken livers. In a large, heavy-bottomed pot, 
melt 4 tablespoons of the butter and cook the shallots 
and onion over gentle heat for about 5 minutes, or 
until they are soft. Stir in the wild rice, stock, celery, 
and green pepper. Bring to a boil, reduce heat, cover 
and simmer for 40 to 50 minutes, or until the rice is 
tender and the stock has been absorbed. Turn the heat 
off, stir in the chestnuts, parsley, sausage and 
remaining butter. Coarsely chop the chicken livers 
and stir them into the rice along with the bread 
crumbs, cayenne, salt and pepper to taste Makes 8

So much stuff has been built 

and fixed on this farm that it’s 
hard to remember them all 
Randall said in answer to a 
question about what he has built 
in the past. He mentioned a 
rubber-tired scraper made to 
push manure into the pit and 
numerous wagons and truck 
beds 

The cultipacker used on the 
farm is a resourceful design 
Randal! made it by sliding old 
tires over a 12-inch pipe. The 
pipe can be filled with water 
giving it extra weight for break- 
ing clods of dirt when the culti- 
packer is pulled behind a disc, 
by itself, or before a harrow 

Randall built a bale sleever a 
couple years ago because ‘‘we 
got tired bagging round bales,” 
he said. The sleever spears the 
bale, then rotates it and wraps a 
tubular encasement of plastic 
around the circumference of the 
bale, but not the ends. This 
plastic sleeve prevents the 
bales from drawing up ground 
moisture and protects them 
from rain and snow 

Tractors on the farm sport 
commercial-looking cabs made 
by Randall to protect the driver 
from the weather. It's clear to 
see that the young farmer takes 
pride in his work. It is well 
thought out, neat, attractively 
painted, and without being told, 
an observer would think it was 


factory made 

Besides enjoying the chal 
lenge, Randall says the benefit 
of building his own machinery 


is that he can customize it to his 


own needs You just keep 
working on it till you get what 
you want,"’ he stated 

Randall's father, Sam, said 


he never knew just what his son 
could do until, years ago, he 
tore an old tractor apart — had 
parts laying all over the shop 
then two weeks before the fair 
started putting it back together 
and by fair week had it ready 
for the tractor pull.

Agency (EPA) has 

ympleted its five-year 
National Survey of Pesticides in 
Drinking Water Wells (NPS) 
he results of the survey — an- 
nounced November 13 indi 
cate that 89.6 percent of the 
nation’s community water 
system (CWS) wells and rural 
domestic wells are pesticide 
free. And in the vast majority of 
wells estimated to contain at 
least one pesticide, quantities 
are considered too small to pre- 
sent any health hazard 

‘The results of this survey 
are very encouraging,” says 
Amy E. Brown, pesticide 
education coordinator for the 
Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service, University of 
Maryland System. ‘They sug- 
gest that although we should 
continue to be vigilant in our ef- 
forts to reduce our reliance on 
chemical pesticides and 
improve our application 
methods, there is no need for 
undue concern regarding the

quality of well water in the 
United States." 
A joint project of EPA's 


Office of Drinking Water and 


Office of Pesticide Programs 
the survey provides a national 
assessment of the presence 
both frequency and concentra 
tion — of pesticides and nitrate 
in drinking water wells. Results 
are based on a statistically rele- 
vant sample of more than 1,300 
wells nationwide 

The survey does not represent 
specific conditions at the local, 
county or state level. It also 
does not assess contamination 
of surface water or other 
ground water sources 

Water samples collected by 
EPA were analyzed for 101 
pesticides (Herbicides, insec- 
ticides and fungicides), 25 pesti 
cide breakdown products, and 
nitrate 

The most commonly found 
pesticides were the herbicide 
atrazine and breakdown pro- 
ducts of the herbicide DCPA 
DCPA breakdown products 
were found in 6.4 percent of 
CWS wells and 2.5 percent of 
rural domestic wells, while 
atrazine was found in 1.7 per 
cent of CWS wells and 0.7 per- 
cent of rural domestic wells

Based on 
survey results, EPA estimates 
that detectable amounts of 
nitrate are present in more than 
half (52.1 percent) of CWS wells

Only one out of CWS wells (1.2 
percent), however, and two 
and-a-half out of 10 rural 
domestic wells (2.4 percent) 
contain nitrate exceeding 
EPA's Maximum Contaminant 
Level (MCL).

Thanksgiving Meal Remains Bargain

Acording to a national survey 
conducted by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, this 
year's traditional meal for 10 
people will cost $28.85. The 
menu includes turkey, stuffing, 
sweet potatoes, peas, rolls, 
cranberries, pumpkin pie with 
whipped cream, a relish dish 
and beverages 

At $2.89 a person, the cost is 
42-cents-a-person higher than 
last year. Despite the increase 
the traditional Thanksgiving 
Day meal for 10 remains a bar- 
gain. The meal’s cost was 
higher in 1986, at $29.75. Other 
years include: $24.51 in 1987, 
$26.61 in 1988 and $24.70 in 1989, 
according to Marsha Purcell, 
AF BF spokesperson 

A higher averdge price paid 
for the Thanksgiving turkey set 
the tone for the increase in this 
Higher costs for 
many of the other meal items 
also contributed to the overall 
price increase 

According to Farm Bureau 
Commodity Specialist Dr. Hugh 
Johnson an_ interesting 
phenomenon has occurred in 
this year’s turkey market. Al- 
though there is an 8-percent in- 
crease in the turkey supply, the 
wholesale price also is 44 cents 
a pound higher. The average 
wholesale price of hens is run- 
ning 74-77 cents a pound, while 
small tom turkeys are between 
70-74 cents a pound 
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Part of this can be explained 
by the growing demand for 
turkey, both at Thanksgiving 
and year-round,"’ he said 
Also, competing meats are 
higher priced this year.” 
Breaking with the traditional 
Thanksgiving Day tom turkey, 
holiday consumers this year are 
expected to gobble up more 
lighter-weight hen turkeys. This 
is due to smaller holiday 
gatherings and less interest in 
leftovers. As a result, hen 
turkey supplies are short-to- 
tight across the country, while 
toms are in adequate supply, 
according to Johnson 
Despite higher wholesale and 
retail turkey prices, Purcell 
says the traditional Thanks- 
giving Day meal remains a bar- 
gain due to lower food costs 
during the holiday season. She 
said there were reports of 
turkeys offered free or selling 
for as little as 19 cents a pound, 
depending on the amount of the 
shopper's other purchases 
AFBF'’s survey does not include 
promotional prices based on 
purchase requirements 
Consumers really save 
money on the Thanksgiving 
Day meal because so many of 
the ingredients are offered at 
special prices,"’ she said 
Stores sell products at less 
than normal prices as loss 
leaders to attract customers." 
The overall price for this 
year’s meal was determined 
from results of a nationwide 
survey of 80 Farm Bureau 
volunteer shoppers, Purcell ex- 
plained 
Farm Bureau's Thanksgiving 
Day dinner for 10 included these 
items: a 16-pound, self-basting 
tom turkey; a 14-ounce package 
of herb-seasoned, cubed 
stuffing mix; a 30-ounce can of 
pumpkin pie mix; and a 
package of two, nine-inch, 
frozen pie shells 
Also included were: three 
pounds of fresh sweet potatoes 
a 12-ounce package of brown- 
and-serve rolls; a one-pound 
package of frozen green peas; a 
half-pound each of fresh car- 
rots, celery and yellow onions; 
a l2-ounce package of fresh 
cranberries; a gallon of whole 
milk; an ounce of coffee; and 
one-half pint of whipping 
cream 
On the other hand, if con- 
sumers want to make a break 
from preparing the Thanks- 
giving Day meal, many super- 
markets in California, Illinois 
and elsewhere are featuring 
ready-to-eat complete holiday 
meals for $4-$5 per person. All 
the shopper has to do is reheat 
the bird 
However, if you are a tradi- 
tionalist, you may instead 
choose an even stronger step in 
that direction this year. In a 
class about Thanksgiving at 
Wisconsin's Ripon College, stu- 
dents must hunt, gather and 
prepare meals identical to the 
Pilgrims’ first Thanksgiving 
meal in 1621. The menu of that 
day included: venison, turkey,

U.S. trade proposal would 
cut farm income 


WASHINGTON — The Bush ad- 
ministration's objectives in the cur- 
rent round of international trade ne- 
gotiations are in double jeopardy. 

A well-publicized hazard is the 
opposition of the 12-nation Europe- 
an Community, other Western Eu- 
ropean countries, and Japan to the 
U.S. goal of eliminating farm price 
supports, subsidies and restriction 
of imports. 

The other is rising opposition to 
those very goals among many 
American farmers and their congres- 
sional supporters. 

Farmers and Congress, preoccu- 
pied with the 1990 farm bill, paid 
little attention to the trade issue. 
Few understand the drastic change 
in national farm policies that the 
U.S. position would entail. Now, 
with only weeks to go before nego- 
uations are scheduled to end in De- 
cember, reservations ranging from 
doubt to alarm are rising in the 
minds of many. 

The government has done little to 
inform farmers about what they 
could expect from agreement to its 
trade policy. On the contrary, what 
has been said could be described 
more accurately as 
“misinformation”. 

For example, Ambassador Carla 
Hills, the Special Trade Representa- 
tive, and other officials have said re- 
peatedly that agreement to the U.S. 
proposal "would be worth $11 bil- 
lion to American farmers”. 

That is somewhat less than a half- 
truth. When Ambassador Hills was 
asked for documentation, her deputy 
referred the inquiry to USDA as the 
source. Four months later USDA 
replied: 

"The $11 billion benefit for 
American farmers, to which Am- 
bassador Hills and Secretary Yeutter 
have referred is the cost imposed on

U.S. producers as a result of protec- 
tionist agricultural policies pursued 
by other industrialized countries.” 

A 40-page report by USDA econ- 
omists, cited as the source, included 
a table showing the “total costs (to 
U.S. farmers) of others’ policies” at 
$11.3 billion. 

But the very same table — in the 
same column — showed that the 
off-setting benefits to U.S. farmers 


‘of the U. S. policies that would be 


abolished total $26.3 billion! 

In their summary, the authors re- 
ported that the impact "would be 
greatest .. . upon grain producers” 
of this $15 billion net loss. 

Several other studies by econo- 
mists in regional Federal Land 
Banks and farm-state universities 
reached similar conclusions. 

Partisan advocates like to advance 
only the supportive side of their 
case. A more thorough and balanced 
analysis should be due from the 
government. But this was a goofy 
idea from the very beginning — on 
a par with the goofy illusions of 
Reaganomics that tripled the na- 
tional debt in 10 years, reduced the 
USA from the world’s leading credi- 
tor nation to the biggest debtor, and 
created all-but crippling federal defi- 
cits. 

Unlike our domestic farm laws, 
this far more portentous trade pro- 
posal was never subjected to public 
hearings and debate. Nor could it 
have withstood such close scrutiny. 
The agricultural economy remains 
profoundly different from the indus- 
trial sector, in the same respects as 
led to intervention by modern gov- 
ermments many years ago. A global 
"free market" can not cope accepta- 
bly with the long-term adjustments 
nor the short-term management 
problems of agriculture and food. 

There are 10 million farms in the

Eastern European countries, the So 

viet Union and Japan, and hundreds 
of millions in developing countries 
Most of them are small. As viewed 
by bloodless economists, they are 
“inefficient”. Neither they nor their 
products can be disposed of neatly 
nor quickly to make way any time 
soon to enlarge markets for U.S 

farmers. The long-term rationaliza- 
uon of farming is a task for a gen- 
eration or more. 

Nor can the short-term stabiliza- 
tion and security of farm prices and 
supply be ensured by a “free mar- 
ket". The difference between global 
surplus and shortage has never ex- 
ceeded a few percentage points, but 
the price range from “boom” to 
“bust” has surpassed 100 percent 
and led to U.S. embargoes on ex- 
ports within recent memory. 

The trade talks probably will end 
with an agreement closer to the EC 
than the U.S. position — with 
both sides claiming "victory". But 
it won't work. It will require 
“fixing” at once — by government 
intervention. The blithe assurances 
that governments can switch to in- 
come subsidies for their poor farm- 
ers has a hollow ring in today’s def- 
icit-plagued USA, and the problems 
of affluent Europe and Japan are 
enormously larger. 

Supported prices, not income 

ts from national treasuries, will 
ve to continue to pay that bill. 
And stabilization and security of 
supplies will have to be interna- 
tionalized, more feasibly by 
“management of demand” through 
food aid for economic and market 
development than attempts to 
"manage supplies” on a global 
scale. 

It is too bad that what must come 
afterwards could not receive a hard 
and earnest look before the leap to 
abolish "trade distorting" subsidies 
is taken.
